The  new  glad,  DOROTHY  WOOD,  originated  by  Mrs. 
Merton  G.  Ellis,  is  the  very  earliest  to  bloom  in  our 
garden  and  a  splendid  propagator.  Mr.  T.  H.  Wood,  a 
well-known  glad  fan  and  prominent  director  of  the  Prov¬ 
incial  Horticulture  Society  at  Regina,  Saskatchewan, 
was  g±ven  a  few  bulbs  to  tfy  out  as  he  was  anxious  for 
early  glads,  for  the  growing  season  there  is  short.  Quot¬ 
ing  from  his  letter  of  August  4th  to  Mrs.  Merton  G. 
Ellis, 

“I  think  this  variety  will  shortly  displace  Prince  of 
Wal:s.  The  color  seems  to  be  quite  similar  but  a  little 
deeper  shade.  It  certainly  forms  a  better  spike  and  the 
number  of  florets  open  at  a  time  is  greater.  Prince  of 
Wales  has  a  tendency  to  turn  yellow  after  blooming  and 
often  dees  not  mature  a  good  bulb  whereas  this  variety 
is  vigorous  and  keeps  on  growing.  It  is  assuredly  a 
great'  improvement  and  if  I  had  sufficient  of  it,  I  would 
ert  off  Prince  of  Wales  entirely. 

“I  had  one  spike  (it  was  not  my  best  spike  as  I  had 
put  this  in  the  Provincial  Exhibition  here)  that  I  had 
photographed  and  I  am  forwarding  this  to  you.  The 
florets  were  five  inches  across  on  this  one. 

‘T  think  that  those  who  must  have  early  gladioli 
will  like  it  very  much,  especially  as  it  stands  heat  well, 
which  is  one  thing  that  many  of  the  early  varieties  do 
not  do.  This  was  the  first  to  bloom  in  my  garden,  bloom¬ 
ing  in  just  70  days. 

“Last  Fall  you  mentioned  that  if  I  liked  this  gladi- 
ous,  I  might  have  the  privilege  of  naming  it  and  I 
will  say  that  I  do  like  it  and  am  going  to  suggest  that 
it  be  named  for  my  wife,  ‘DOROTHY  WOOD’.”

For  garden  growing,  plant  Regal  Lily  Bulbs 
during  October,  November  or  December. 
(None  for  sale  after  January  first.)  Plant 
bulbs  about  8  inches  deep.  Bulbs  under  four 
inches  in  circumference  sometimes  bloom  the 
first  year,  but  cannot  be  depended  upon  to  do 
so  until  the  following  year.  The  larger  bulbs 
will  produce  more  blooms  and  are  therefore 
more  saleable.
